TALKS WITH PRESIDENT FORD. IT HIGHLIGHTS PRESIDENT FORD'S 
DETERMINATION NOT TO ALLOW RETURN OF NO- WAR NO-PEACE STATE. 
ALONG WITH OTHER EDITORS, EL GAMMAL CONVEYS SADAT'S COM-
